A quick question. Are you aware of any contemporaneous struck Virginia 
counterfeits? This was asked by a reader who has a suspect that measures 23.5 mm and 
weighs 5.37 grams, as opposed to 24 mm and 7.3-7.6 grams, respectively. I’ve seen cast 
copies of indeterminate age but have never heard of struck counterfeits. It will obviously 
need to be examined.
